Beth Moody and' G&vzer previously had interviewed numerous 
principals involved in the assassination and its aftermath and 
had ’written thousands of words about them and the event, itself. 

Moody devoted three months to detailed study of the 16, COG- page 
fflai*ren Report. The summary ©f that report said n® convincing 
evidence had been unearthed by its investigation to 
indicate Lee Harvey Oswald 'had acted with anyone else 
in the slaying. 

Moody cheched the critical boohs by Edward Jay Epstein 
(ina uest ),. attorney Mark lane (Rush to Judgment) s 
and Harold Weis berg (Whitewash) which attacked conduct 1 

of the commission’s investigation and its conclusions. That 
took another month as Moody" compared uthar„s 9 footnotes 
with the Warren Report text.

After studying critical books , and. comments , Gavzer 
traveled te California, Chicago, new) Orleans, Dallas,. , 
Philadelphia and Washington to talk with members cf the commission, 
which was headed by Chief Justice Earl Warren. He did 
not seek his information from Warren commissioners themselves, 
but rhtlaer from the commission’s senior attorneys— the men > .

Gavzer spent days at the Rational Archives in 
studying piles of the commission »s work papers.
